Tn the stain room there are great milis 
where the finest earth pigments are 
ground and mixed to secure the different 
colors. These earth pigments must not 
be confused with aniline dyes.

The owners felt so secure in their belief that the build- 
ings would resist fire that they carried no insurance 
on them. 

The acid test has been applied by the workings 
of nature, and the failure is complete."
